per cent of the Los Angeles school 
children were found to have defects 
such as of the eye, ear, 
nose 
and 
throat, which might be unknown to 
the parent, and in many places the 
per cent is much larger. 
The school 
law provides for an examination of 
this kind, and the system is bound to 
result in much good.

ing with his aunt

just established the tirst ferry on 
Eel River, known as R. M. Dungan’s 
Ferry, or the Lower Ferry.

I bought the little boy 
and

him Prince. 
He was supposed to be 
about 11 years old and small for his 
age. 
“ 1 paid his aunt, she 
being the 
nearest relative, two pair 
blankets, 
two hickory shirts, a calico dress pat­ 
tern and about 25 
cents 
worth of 
beads, which was thought to be a 
big swap.

1 gave him pants, 
shirt, hat and shoes.
